OF  THE 

DEMOCRATIC  STATE  CONVENTION. 


LANCASTER,  MARCH  22,  1876. 


At  12^  o’clock  Hon.  Hendrick  B.  Wright  called  the  Con¬ 
vention  to  order,  and  briefly  said  he  did  so  as  Chairman  of  the 
Democratic  State  Organization.  He  was  not  anxious  to  assume 
anything  to  himself  and  desired  to  get  the  body  into  an  organ¬ 
ized  shape  as  soon  as  possible.  He  was  informed  there  would 
be  no  contest  on  the  temporary  Chairman,  and  would  therefore 
dispense  with  the  calling  of  the  roll  until  after  the  temporary 
organization  was  effected.  In  order  that  the  business  of  the 
body  might  be  well  and  speedily  concluded,  he  prayed  that  nil 
present  would  preserve  the  strictest  order  and  decorum. 

Mr.  Ermentrout,  of  Berks,  moved  that  W.  H.  Plavford,  of 
Fayette,  be  elected  temporary  Chairman,  which  was  unanimously 
agreed  to.

Mr.  Playford  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  : — I  am  certainly  grateful  for  the  honor  just  con¬ 
ferred.  The  duties  I  will  be  required  to  perform  are  few,  and  they  will  be  made 
easy  indeed,  if  your  wisdom  is  lent  to  that  end  as  cheerfully  as  it  is  sincerely  invoked. 
It  will  not  be  expected  of  me  on  this  occasion,  and  at  this  time,  to  discuss  or  even  to 
suggest  the  questions  to  be  raised  by  you,  if  you  should  deem  it  proper  to  resolve  at 
all.  This  is  not  the  purpose  of  my  selection,  nor  is  it  my  desire  ;  but  it  is  simply 
that  you,  coming  from  all  parts  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  a  common  purpose, 
may,  through  forms  well  established,  speak  now  to  the  States  of  the  Federal  Union 
and  to  be  represented  with  them  in  the  Democratic  National  Convention  to  be  held 
at  St.  Louis.  There  are  hopes  I  might  express  and  prophecies  I  might  declare,  but 
such  things  will  be  much  better  done,  and  surer  of  success,  by  harmony  and  wisdom 
here,  and  by  a  bold,  sincere  and  truthful  declaration  of  Democratic  principles  at 
St.  Louis.  There  should  be  no  sanction  of  established  facts  of  wrong  and  no  hesi¬ 
tancy  to  declare  the  truth,  through  any  suspicion  that  members  of  our  own  political 
household  may  not  be  pure.  The  servants  of  the  people  are  on  trial  everywhere, 
and  it  is  but  just  to  the  right  that  the  wrong  should  be  discovered — that  the  law  of 
the  land  shall  be  supreme,  official  integrity  rewarded — and  betrayers  of  public  trust 
brought  to  justice,  even  though  it  reach  to  the  household  itself  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States.  The  Chair  is  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business.

After  the  roll  had  been  completed,  a  delegate  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  one  from  each  Senatorial  District,  be  selected  by 
the  delegates  from  that  district,  on  Credentials  ;  also,  a  similar  committee  on  Reso¬ 
lutions  and  on  Permanent  Organization,  and  that  all  resolutions  offered  in  the  Con¬ 
vention  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Charles  W.  Carrigan,  of  Philadelphia,  offered  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  a  resolution  fixing  the  following  order  of  business  for  the 
Convention : 

1 .  Appointment  of  a  committee  of  one  from  each  Senatorial  District,  selected  by 
the  delegates  from  that  district,  on  Credentials  ;  a  similar  Committee  on  Permanent 
Organization,  and  another  on  Resolutions,  to  which  all  resolutions  offered  shall  be 
referred  without  debate  : 

2.  Election  of  four  Delegates  at  Large  to  the  National  Convention. 

3.  Election  of  two  Electors  at  Large. 

4.  Appointment  by  Congressional  Districts  of  their  Representatives  to  National 
Convention. 

5.  Appointment  by  Congressional  Districts  of  Electors  from  their  respective  dis¬ 
tricts.  * 

6.  Selection  of  Chairman  of  the  State  Central  Committee. 

7.  Appointment  of  members  of  the  State  Committee  by  the  Delegations  from  the 
Senatorial  Districts. 
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A.  H.  Dill,  of  Union,  called  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
and  asked  for  the  reading  of  the  first  proposition  referring  to  the 
appointment  of  Committees. 

C.  Burnett,  of  Monroe,  suggested  that  the  propositions  be 
taken  up  seriatim.  He  was  opposed  to  a  Committee  on  Resolu¬ 
tions. 

Alex.  Patton,  of  Greene,  was  in  favor  of  no  Committee  on 
Resolutions.  He  favored  the  adoption  of  resolutions,  if  any,  in 
open  convention,  after  free,  full  discussion. 

The  question  was  further  divided  and  the  first  two  propositions 
of  the  first  item  were  adopted. 

'Phe  motion  to  raise  a  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  voted  on, 
and  the  Speaker  declared  it  carried.  Division  was  called  for,  and 
Mr.  Wallace  rose  and  said  it  had  been  the  practice  of  Demo¬ 
cratic  Conventions,  from  time  immemorial,  to  appoint  Committees 
to  prepare  and  submit  declarations  of  principles,  and  resolutions 
have  invariably  been  referred  without  debate  as  now  contem¬ 
plated,  and  he  hoped  there  would  be  no  departure  now  from  the 
well  established  precedents. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  elect  four  Delegates  at  Large  was  carried. 

'Phe  motion  to  elect  two  Electors  at  Large  was  carried. 

The  appointment  of  Representative  Delegates  was  agreed  to. 

The  appointment  of  Representative  Electors  was  agreed  to. 

The  election  by  the  Convention  of  a  Chairman  of  the  State 
Central  Committee  was  agreed  to. 

The  naming  by  the  State  Delegates  of  a  State  Central  Com¬ 
mittee  was  agreed  to.

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted.  Messrs'.  Ermentrout 
and  Hasson  were  appointed  a  committee  to  escort  Mr.  Mona¬ 
ghan  to  the  Chair,  and  he  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Hasson. 

In  accepting  the  Chair  he  said  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Democratic  Coiiventioii  of  Pen7isylva7iia :  Accept  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  in  selecting  me  as  your  presiding  officer — a  position, 

I  may  say,  unsolicited,  and  unsought  by  myself.  I  shall  seek  to  perform  my  duties 
with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  and  trust  I  shall  receive  your  indulgence  and  your  aid. 

More  than  one  hundred  years  ago  the  Continental  Congress  met  in  this  city  to  de¬ 
vise  ways  and  means  for  the  relief  of  the  thirteen  oppressed  colonies.  To-day  we 
meet  upon  the  same  ground,  as  representatives  of  that  historic  and  heroic  party  un¬ 
der  whose  fostering  care  and  wise  administration  the  many  triumphs  of  this  country 
have  been  achieved — called  together,  as  it  were,  by  the  forty  millions  of  our  thirty- 
seven  states  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  resist  a  more  dangerous  because  a. subtler 
enemy  than  the  British  soldiery. 

Corruption  is  the  foe  that  confronts  us  to-day.  For  three-quarters  of  a  century  the 
Democratic  party  ruled  this  country  well ;  during  that  time  wise  laws  were  enacted , 
protecting  industry  as  well  as  capital.  Indeed,  in  my  judgment,  the  greatness  of  this 
country  has  been  achieved  mainly  by  this  grand  organization.  It  taught  and  pro¬ 
moted  harmony  and  peace  among  the  people  of  all  the  states.  It  added  to  our  terri¬ 
tory  Louisiana,  Florida,  Texas,  California  and  New  Mexico,  and  made  our  whole 
country  peaceful,  prosperous  and  happy.  It  promoted  industry,  frugality  and  econ¬ 
omy,  and  gained  results  never  before  achieved  in  so  brief  a  period  by  any  other  party 
of  the  world.  As  the  friend  of  education,  it  was  the  pioneer  of  the  system  of  free 
schools  in  this  and  other  states  of  the  Union,  and  within  the  time  of  its  control  al¬ 
most  every  useful  invention  which  has  added  riches  and  prosperity  to  the  country  has 
been  perfected  and  applied  to  the  wants  and  advancement  of  the  people. 

Fifteen  years  ago  power  slipped  from  our  hands,  both  in  the  Federal  and  State 
Governments.  A  new  organization  and  new  policy  have  held  the  reins  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  And  for  all  the  misfortunes  and  calamities  that  have  fallen  upon  us  in  those 
years,  the  Democratic  party  is  not  responsible.  The  enemies  of  Democracy  must 
account  at  the  bar  of  public  judgment  for  the  wasteful  extravagances,  corruptions  and 
material  and  moral  ruin  which  pervades  the  land.  [Applause.] 

Corruption  meets  us  on  every  hand  ;  it  has  poisoned  the  whole  country,  making  its 
home  about  every  office  of  importance  and  trust.  It  casts  its  dark  shadows  on  every 
side  of  us  and  shakes  our  confidence  in  those  whom  we  have  long  and  faithfully  trust, 
ed.  No  society  is  exempt^-it  taints  alike  the  lowly  and  proud,  the  ignorant  and  men 
of  letters,  the  Christless  sinner  and  the  pretended  saint.  It  has  invaded  your  legis¬ 
lation  ;  it  has  reached  your  judiciary  ;  it  has  been  traced  to  the  very  portals  of  the 
mansion  of  the  chief  executive  of  the  nation.  [Applause.] 

Amidst  these  terrible  surroundings,  the  people  look  to  this  great  party  to  lift  up 
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the  standard  of  politics  and  public  morality,  and  to  place  in  public  positions  men 
who  will  lend  honor  to  the  office  itself. 

It  is  for  us  to  meet  this  desire  of  the  people,  to  assume  this  task,  to  teach  and  con¬ 
vince  them  that  we  have  the  power,  the  ability  and  the  determination  to  bring  home 
punishment  to  the  wrong-doer,  and  that  fairly  and  impartially,  sparing  no  member  of 
our  own  household  who  has  violated  public  faith  or  betrayed  public  confidence. 
[Applause.] 

We  must  forget  past  differences,  and  personal  rivalries  and  animosities.  [Ap¬ 
plause.]  We  must  look  at  the  future  and  improve  the  opportunities  it  offers  us.  The 
past  is  gone  ;  we  must  live  in  the  present  and  for  the  future.  [Applause.] 

I  do  not  wish  to  dictate  to  the  Convention — that  is  neither  my  office  nor  my  de¬ 
sire  ;  but  I  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  this  body  to  denounce  all  wrong  and  robbery,  in 
every  department,  wherever  seen  and  by  whomsoever  committed,  and  to  demand  a 
speedy  return  to  economy,  frugality  and  integrity.  [Applause.] 

My  best  judgment  is,  that  we  should  have  a  sound  currency,  based  upon  gold 
and  silver,  [applause]  the  recognized  commercial  representative  of  exchange  through- 
ut  the  nations  of  the  world.  But  other  questions  upon  which  there  may  be  a  di¬ 
versity  of  sentiment,  should  be  submitted  to  the  National  Convention,  which  will  lay 
down  a  platform  that  the  whole  people  can  stand  upon. 

Let  us  convince  the  people  that  we  mean  what  is  right  and  we  are  determined  that 
the  right  shall  be  vindicated.  Let  us  by  every  act  show  ourselves  worthy  of  their 
confidence  and  support,  and  let  that  work  be  commenced  here  by  selecting  and  send¬ 
ing  to  the  National  Convention  a  delegation  whose  very  names  are  an  endorsement 
of  their  patriotism  and  ability,  their  private  virtue  and  public  integrity,  who  shall  be 
the  constituent  part  of  the  hopes  of  reform,  the  friends  of  practical  economy  in  the 
administration  of  public  affairs  and  the  defenders  of  the  simplicity  and  integrity  of 
the  republic. 

Let  us  in  our  action  to-day  remember  that  the  great  need  of  the  country  is  honest 
and  upright  men  in  office.  ’Tis  our  mission  to  supply  that  want. 

With  these  prospects  before  it,  the  Democratic  party  must  achieve  in  the  succeeding 
period  of  our  national  existence  a  career  as  great  and  glorious  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

Thanking  you  again  for  the  compliment  of  your  election,  I  declare  the  Convention 
ready  for  business. 

Mr.  Ermentrout  moved  the  Convention  take  a  recess  of  one 
hour,  until  5)4  o’clock  P.  M.,  which  was  agreed  to. 

THE  RECESS. 

While  the  Convention  was  holding  this  recess,  a  sort  of  in¬ 
formal  meeting  was  organized,  and  W.  C.  Plummer,  of  Crawford, 
W.  H.  Sowden,  of  Lehigh,  V.  E.  Piollet,  of  Bradford,  F.  W. 
Gunster,  of  Luzerne,  and  E.  W.  Stahle,  of  Adams,  made  short 
speeches.

The  election  of  Electors  at  Large  being  ordered,  Mr.  Wallace 
said  :

As  a  grateful  act  to  myself,  and  one  which  I  am  sure  will  meet  with  the 
approbation  of  the  people  of  the  State,  I  nominate  for  Elector  at  Large,  to  head  the 
Electoral  Ticket,  Charles  R.  Buckalew,  (great  applause,)  and  I  move  he  be  elect¬ 
ed  by  acclamation. 

A  motion  was  made  to  include  Samuel  B.  Wilson,  of  Beaver, 
but  it  was  ruled  out.  Mr.  Ermentrout  said  that  in  the  absence 
of  any  objection  the  Convention  could  entertain  such  a  motion^ 
but  he  hoped  no  amendment  to  Mr.  Wallace’s  motion  would  be 
made,  as  Mr.  Buckalew  had  earned  the  proud  distinction  of  be¬ 
ing  mentioned  alone  in  a  resolution  (applause,)  and  he  hoped  the 
Convention  would  support  this  position.  The  Chair  accepted 
the  correction  of  his  ruling,  but  hoped  Mr.  Ermentrout’s  posi¬ 
tion  would  be  sustained.  The  motion  to  include  Mr.  Wison  was 
not  further  pressed,  and  Mr.  Buckalew  was  elected  amidst  the 
most  prolonged  and  enthusiastic  applause.

The  Democracy  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Convention  met,  re-assert  their  oft-repeated 
declaration  of  devotion  to  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  to  a 
perpetual  union  of  the  states  ;  pledge  themselves  to  rigid  fidelity  to  public  trusts,  to  a 
pure  and  economical  administration  of  the  Federal,  State  and  Municipal  Govern-

ment,  to  local  self-government  in  every  section,  to  honest  payment  of  the  public  debt 
and  to  sacred  preservation  of  the  public  faith. 

They  see  with  humiliation  and  alarm  the  evidences  of  bribery,  fraud  and  peculation 
in  high  places,  the  distress  that  prevails  and  the  wide-spread  financial  ruin  that  im¬ 
pends  over  the  people  of  the  state,  and  they  charge  that  these  evils  are  the  direct  re¬ 
sults  of  the  personal  government,  unwise  legislation,  vicious  financial  policy,  extrav¬ 
agance  and  corruption  of  the  Republican  party  and  its  officials ;  and, 

Inviting  all,  of  every  shade  of  political  opinion,  who  believe  in  official  purity  and 
fidelity,  in  the  adjustment  of  financial  questions  upon  a  sound  basis,  having  regard 
for  the  interests  of  the  whole  people  and  not  of  a  class,  in  the  recognition  of  the 
final  settlement  of  all  questions  submitted  to  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword,  and  in  a 
policy  which,  under  the  constitution,  keeps  abreast  of  the  progress  and  civilization  of 
the  age,  to  unite  with  them,  they  declare  ; 

First. — That  the  civil  service  of  the  government  has  become  corrupt  and  is  made 
the  object  of  personal  gain,  and  infidelity  to  public  trust  has  become  the  rule  and  not 
the  exception.  We  believe  that  honesty,  capacity  and  fidelity  are  the  only  tests  of  fit¬ 
ness  for  public  station,  and  that  the  wholesome  penalties  of  the  law  should  be  used 
with  rigor  to  enforce  official  accountability. 

Second. — That  the  recent  and  repeated  exposures  of  fraud  and  corruption  in  the 
administration  of  public  affairs  call  for  a  searching  and  thorough  investigation  of  the 
conduct  and  condition  of  every  branch  of  the  public  service,  to  the  end  that  all  cor¬ 
rupt  practices  may  be  brought  to  light,  and  that  all  who  have  abused  and  betrayed 
the  public  trusts,  whatever  may  be  their  station,  may  be  exposed  and  punished  ;  and 
we  urge  those  in  charge  of  this  subject  at  Washington  to  prompt,  thorough  and  ex¬ 
haustive  examination  of  their  respective  fields  of  labor. 

Third. — That  retrenchment  and  economy  are  indispensable  in  Federal,  State  and 
Municipal  administration  as  an  essential  means  toward  lessening  the  burdens  of  the 
people,  and  we  commend  the  efforts  of  the  majority  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
for  the  reduction  of  the  expenditures  of  the  Federal  Government  to  a  just  standard, 
and  their  determination  to  lessen  the  number  of  useless  officials. 

Fourth. — That  general  amnesty  to  all  persons  implicated  in  the  late  rebellion 
against  the  government  of  the  United  States,  who  have  not  already  been  relieved 
from  disabilities  by  the  action  of  Congress  and  of  the  President,  would  be  an  al¬ 
lowable  and  proper  exercise  of  governmental  power  in  the  year  of  Centennial  cele¬ 
bration  of  American  Independence,  and  that  the  recommendation  of  such  a  measure 
by  President  Grant  in  a  public  message  and  its  endorsement  and  passage  by  a  Re¬ 
publican  House  of  Representatives  at  a  former  session  constitute  full  proof  that  such 
measure  is  fit,  judicious  and  timely. 

Fifth. — That  the  Democracy  of  Pennsylvania  cordially  approve  of  those  provisions 
of  the  State  Constitution,  to  wit  :  the  iSth  section  of  the  third  article  and  the  2d  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  tenth  article,  which  protect  not  only  school  funds,  but  other  public  moneys 
from  appropriation  to  sectarian  uses,  and  declare  that  they  fitly  illustrate  that  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  separation  of  church  and  state  which  has  always  been  a  cardinal  one  with 
the  Democratic  party. 

Sixth. — That  the  statute  for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1879,  is  impossible  to  execute ;  it  is  a  deliberate  proclamation  that  at  that 
date  the  L  nited  States  will  go  into  bankruptcy  ;  it  paralyzes  industry,  creates  distrust 
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of  the  future,  turns  the  laborer  and  producer  out  of  employment,  is  a  standing  threat 
upon  the  business  man  and  ought  to  be  forthwith  repealed. 

Seventh. — That  gold  and  silver  are  the  only  true  basis  for  the  currency  of  the  Re¬ 
public  and  that  Congress  should  take  such  steps  for  the  resumption  of  specie  pay¬ 
ments  as  will  most  surely  and  speedily  reach  that  result  without  destroying  the  busi¬ 
ness  interests  of  the  people. 

Eighth. — That  the  present  depression  of  all  our  national  industries,  which  checks 
the  wholesome  flow  of  capital  through  the  channels  of  enterprise,  and  denies  to  hon¬ 
est  labor  a  decent  livelihood,  is  the  direct,  inevitable  fruit  of  extravagance  and  of 
reckless  and  dishonest  Republican  tampering  with  the  finances  of  the  country,  and 
we  denounce  the  authors  of  that  legislation  as  officials  who  have  unsettled  the  foun¬ 
dations  alike  of  the  state  and  of  the  home.  We  call  upon  the  people  to  aid  us  to 
halt  them  in  this  fatal  career  and  to  set  their  faces  in  the  direction  of  practicable 
measures,  which  shall  eventually  enable  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  keep 
its  plighted  faith  with  rich  and  poor  alike.  We  demand  legislation  through  the  power 
of  the  Federal  Government,  which  shall  give  us  performance  for  promises,  and  re¬ 
store  solvency  to  the  nation,  by  restoring  prosperity  to  the  people. 

Resolved. — That  in  common  with  the  people  of  our  sister  states  we  rejoice  in  the 
opportunity  to  celebrate  the  Centennial  of  the  proclamation  of  our  emancipation 
from  the  government  of  the  British  crown  ;  marking  as  it  did  the  epoch  of  the  great¬ 
est  event  in  modern  history  ;  and  feel  a  just  pride  that  its  celebration  should  be  upon 
the  soil  of  our  own  Commonwealth,  and  in  the  city  where  independence  was  declared. 

The  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Stanley  Woodward,  of  Luzerne,  asked  permission  to 
present  a  resolution  which,  although  relating  to  a  person,  bound 
nobody  and  committed  nobody  to  any  allegiance  to  any  person. 
It  presented  the  name  of  a  gentleman  to  the  National  Conven¬ 
tion,  who,  whether  as  statesman,  as  jurist,  or  as  Democrat,  has  no 
superior.  The  resolution  is  as  follows  : 

That  we  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Democratic  party  of  the  Union  the 
name  of  the  Hon.  Jeremiah  S.  Black,  of  Pennsylvania,  as  a  proper  candidate  for 
President  of  the  United  States,  being  well  assured  that  his  nomination  and  election 
would  secure  an  administration  distinguished  by  the  simplicity,  economy  and  personal 
purity  of  former  days: 

Mr.  Woodward  again  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
not  proposed  to  bind  the  delegates,  but  was  a  simple  expression 
of  sentiment,  and  a  proper  and  well  deserved  tribute  to  one  of  the 
purest  names  on  the  calendar. 

An  amendment  providing  that  the  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention  go  there  “  unpledged,”  was  ruled  out  of  order. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  lay  the  resolution  upon  the  table, 
which  was  agreed  to.
